Hcmbrandt's fame as a master of painting 


overshadows for many people his singular 
achievements as an etcher. Mis own prints- 
are as widely known and valued as any ever 
made. He was one of the most inventive 
printmakers of all time, and a restless ex- 
perimenter. 


lror Rembrandt, printing was a contin- 


uous creative process. And by comparing 
successive impressions we can watch him 
change his mind. His ideas of what he 
wanted to say and how to achieve the effects 
he sought grew and developed as he worked 
with his plate. Prom one impression of a 
single subject lo the next he experimented 
with the imaginative use of other techniques 
together with etching, particularly drypoinl 
(scratching the copper plate directly with 
the etching needle rather than biting with 
acid). He also tried different ways of inking 
and wiping his plates, and the effects of 
using papers of various colors and textures. 


The new American exhibition shows, all 


these details clearly. Series of impressions 
of the same subject are displayed side by 
side. In all there are 118 different impres- 
sions of 28 subjects. They demonstrate how 
Rembrandt's conception of his subject de- 
veloped as he recogni/.ed problems and 
overcame them —although his own "final" 
satisfaction was an elusive thing. 


The etchings on show are solely from 


American public and private collections, in- 
cluding the Museum of Fine Arts, the Pier- 
pont Morgan Library (the largest and most 
comprehensive collection in the country), 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art, the Art In- 
stitute of Chicago, the National Callery in 
Washington, the Fogg Museum of Harvard 
University, the Boston Public Library and 
the Library of Congress.

DEAR DR. LAWRENCE: 


My husband has 12 teeth left 
—six upper front teeth and 
six lower front ones. The 
others were removed over 
the years. He wants the rest 
of his teeth taken out and 
full dentures made. I don't 
think he ought to because his 
teeth look good. Can partial 
dentures be made instead of 
fu'l denture.s?—MRS. BOB- 
BIE L. 


ANSWER: If these teeth 


are cosmetically acceptable, 
and if they and their sup- 
porting tissues are healthy, 
they should NOT be extract- 
ed. Certainly not. P a r t i a l 
dentures in most cases are 
far superior to full dentures, 
being more stable and more 
efficient. Even though some- 
what more expensive, they're 
worth it. 


Faced with a choice many 


people reason, "—Aw heck. 
These few remaining teeth 
won't last long anyway. I 
might as well have them out 
and make full dentures now 
instead of later. It'll save 
time, and money, too." 


This is faulty reasoning 


and far from the truth. Well- 
fitting partial dentures can 
function without any time 
limit. And while they last 
they'll serve you better than 
the best full dentures, with 
little or no change in vour 
appearance and facial ex- 
pressions. 


DEAR DR. LAWRENCE: 


A dentist once told me to 
rinse my mouth with warm 
salt water every day. That 
was many years ago. I'm 82 
now and still have most of 
my teeth. So many people 
have trouble with their teeth 
these days maybe this treat- 
ment would help them too.—

A N S W E R : W a r m salt 


water rinse is an old remedy 
and a useless one. Well, not 
c o m p l e t e l y useless. The 


. water, if warm enough, may 


stimulate blood circulation 
in areas of contact. Also vig- 
orous rinsing will carry away 
loose food debris.

The 1929 consolidation joined the 
two principal newspaper lines 
dating back to within five years 
of Hope's incorporation in 1815. 


1899 
—Star of Hooe found- 
ed as a weekly by Claude MC- 
Corkle: converted to an evening 
daily Jan. 1, 1920, by his son, 
Ed. McCorkle, publishing until 
the 1929 consolidation. 


The opposition line: 
1880 -Hope News founded by 


Lowry Brothers. 


1883 —Sold to Withers & John- 


son, name changed to Hope Tele- 
graph. 


1883 
— Later in same year 


resold to Claude McCorkle and 
renamed Hope Mercury. 


1884 -Sold to JamesH.Betts, 


who named it Hope Gazette, under 
which name it was published con- 
tinuously until 1922, published by 
Belts, J.L. Tullis, andCol.W.W. 
Folsom the last-named dying in 
1916. 


1916 — Purkins &Gatesbought 


the weekly Gazette and made it 
a companion paper to their new 
daily, Arkansas Evening Herald 
—but both papers suspended in 
1922. 


1926 
—Plant was revived by 


Curtis Cannon as the weekly 
Hempstead County Review. 


1921 
—Cannon sold plant to 


D.A. Gean, who established the 
morning Hope Daily Press. 


1929-C. E. Palmer and A.H. 


Washburn consolidated The Star 
and the Press as Hope Star, with 
Palmer as president and Wash- 
burn secretary-treasurer.

Mr. Pal-

Transit Experiment Is A Flop 
One of the nation's most In- 


teresting experiments with a lux- 
ury mass transit service Is on 
the verge of becoming a flop. 
This is discouraging to those 
who had hoped such experiments 
would catch on. 


For the past year there has 


been under way In Flint, Mich., 
an experiment which features air- 
conditioned buses that pick pas- 
sengers up at their front doors 
and take them to work. While 
en route they get free coffee and 
doughnuts, stereophonic music, 
soft seats and the flattering a- 
ttention of "bus bunnies" who 
seek to make them contented. 


Passengers have reacted to 


this approach by staying away 
from the buses in droves, ac- 
cording to The Wall Street Jour- 
nal. On many of their runs the 
luxurv buses are virtually empty 
ana are losing money at the rate 
of $200 a day each. 


The trial run Is expected to 


cost nearly $2 million, most 
of which came from the federal' 
government.

President Nixon flew to his

without word on Just when he 
would return. 


Nixon gave the Soviets notice 


June 11 that the United States 
would be ready as of July 31 to 
begin the discussions aimed at 
restraining the expensive atom- 
ic arms competition between 
the two nations. He suggested 
Vienna or Geneva as sites for 
the talks, but left alternatives 
•open. Communist sources had 
indicated they prefer Helsinki. 


To the administration's disap- 


pointment, the Kremlin gave no 
answer to Nixon's bid during 
the summer. On Sept. 22, Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei A.Gro- 
myko told U.S. Secretary of 
State William P. Rogers a Mos- 
cow response would be fortn- 
comlng "soon." 


Then last Wednesday Soviet 


Ambassador Anatoly F. Dobryn- 
in called on Rogers with what 
was described as a response to 
the Nixon offer. 


When such disarmament talks 


do get going, the negotiators are 
expected to focus Initially on 
possibilities for limiting multi- 
warhead missiles and antimis- 
sile defense systems. 


Some senators have suggested 


the United States hold up devel- 
opment of both systems in antic- 
ipation an agreement could be 
reached 
in 
the 
forthcoming 


talks. 
But others argued It 


would tie the hands of the ad- 
ministration to formally halt de- 
velopment of the missile de- 
fense system or the deadly new 
rocket warheads.

He 
said he had never even heard 
most of the names mentioned in 
the magazine article as subjects 
of the calls.

me to do anything." The speak- 
er said he asked Voloshen to 
stay away from his office after 
the first stories on Voloshen's 
activities appeared in newspa- 
pers a few weeks ago.
